Robert R al nb shot Quintonio LeGier and Bettie
Jones w thout justification.

The Chi ef Adm ni strator
recommrended sustaining the all egati ons and
di scharging Oficer Rialno fromthe Chicago
Pol i ce Departnent. The Superi ntendent
reconmmended cl assifying the all egations as
exoner at ed.

After reviewing this matter, |
find that the objections raised in the response
of the Superintendent of Police are not
sufficient to neet the burden of overcom ng the
Chi ef Adm nistrator's recomendati on for
di sci pline.

Based on the facts and
circunstances of this matter, an evidentiary
hearing before the Police Board is necessary to
determ ne whether O ficer Ri alnbo violated any
of the Police Departnent's Rul es of Conduct.

This finding does not nean that
t he concl usi ons reached by the Chief
Adm ni strator are correct and that the
Superi ntendent's concl usions are incorrect, but
rat her that the presentation of wtness
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testi nony and evidence at a hearing is
necessary to determ ne whet her there were any
rule violations related to these all egati ons.

A copy of the witten opinion
wi |l be posted on the Board's website as
requi red by the Minicipal Code.

MR. ROGERS: Good evening. | want to thank
you for the opportunity to step before you and
speak. Thank you for the findi ng acknow edgi ng
that the objections nade by Superi nt endent
Johnson were not well-founded to COPA' s
fi ndi ngs.

| wanted to point out to this
body that the -- this is the first case to be
consi dered by COPA after the reforns have been
instituted by the City of Chicago after the
di smal response to police-invol ved shooti ngs
that we saw with | PRA.

In this shooting, we have an
I nnocent wonan, Bettie Jones, who was shot and
killed, and a young 19-year-old boy who was
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shot and killed. And all of the physical

evi dence, all of the physical evidence is found
i nside the vestibule and apartnent of Bettie
Jones. Absolutely none of it is found on the
porch. There's no objective evidence to
support what Oficer R alno testified to wth
regard to how this shooti ng happened.

| wanted to point out to this
body that this is not only the finding of COPA
but we have three independent expert w tnesses
who we've retained in police practices who have
reconstructed this incident, all wth findings
consi stent with what COPA found.

There's objective evidence wth
regard to the | ocation of the shell casings
back by the sidewal k. There's a collection of
shell casings indicating that this officer
fired into this hone where he knew i nnocent
peopl e, both this young | ady, Latisha Jones, as
wel |l as her nother and anot her gentl eman were
i n that hone.

It is absolutely inexcusabl e what
Oficer Rralno did on that day.

We have a finding by
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Superi ntendent Johnson that that was justified,
exonerating one of his own officers.

That is exactly why | PRA was
di smant | ed and COPA was creat ed.

COPA was created because officers
protect officers.

What Superi nt endent Johnson did
Is no different than what we've seen in the
hi story of IPRA, and it's no different than
what we've seen with regard to what Mayor
Emanuel acknow edged, a code of silence.

It is unacceptable for the Cty,
and I want to thank this Board for taking the
next step to |lead to an objective eval uati on of
this evidence. And I"'mtelling you that
there's nore evidence out there to support
exactly what COPA found.

Thank you for the opportunity. |
won't extend beyond ny tine. W | ook forward
to your ultinmate concl usion.

M5. NO (Good evening, Police Board, and
everybody who cane out tonight. M nane is
Jennifer No, and I am an antiraci smactivist.
I'"'malso with the Alliance -- Chicago Alliance
Agai nst Racism and Political Oppression. And I
support the CPAC ordi nance, as many of you
know.

The particul ar case about
Quintonio LeGier and Bettie Jones is very
close to ny heart.

l'"ma landl ord. And when | went
back to work at ny waitress job on the 27th of
Decenber, and | saw the news, | was really
upset about it. | take it very, very
personal |y, because when you're a | andlord, you
want to provide housing for people and to allow
people to live their life.

And every Christmas when | get
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out ny decorations, | do think about your
famly. M condol ences go out to you. This is
the reason | do this work, because you don't
deserve this.

Ri al nb needs to be fired. And I
talk to ny custoners, and | listen to them
because that's part of what being a diner
waitress is about, listening to people, and it
does include the police officers who are very
nice custonmers as well. But the general public
i's not happy about this case. And | don't tell
themwhat to think. | don't tell them what |
do for ny activism They don't know about
t hat .

| see and read the paper, and we
wat ch the news, and | ask them

| al so asked a ten-year-old child
that | babysit yesterday. | told himthe basic
facts about this case, and he said, Wiy is that
man not fired? | said, | don't know.

And so | just think that if
you' re concerned about the imge of the police
in Chicago, this man has got to be fired.

Absol utel y.
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And if you need a reason for
denocratically el ected police accountability, |

think this case is an exanple of that.

COPA did -- |I'"m happy that COPA did vote the
way that they should have. |'m not happy that
you di d not.

specifically the | evel of corruption that's
resulted in the murder of -- by this guy. |I'm
sorry, Bettie Jones and the other one.

You | ook at the -- you try to
analyze it, and | see the problemis | can't
get the data. There is no data. The
data -- there's got to be policies, procedures,
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| aws, the patterns and practices are neasured.
What gets neasured gets changed.

| ' ve been going to the courts for
Laquan McDonald. | have the transcript of Pat
Canden, the nmedia guy, saying the night of the
shooting he said, | did what | always do, I
lie. They nade -- the FOP is where the
corruption is, and this contract, they nmake it
so there can't be a citizen investigation.
They nake it so -- they spend nore noney on
| awyering and protecting killer cops than they
do protecting the people. And the fact is,
this is corruption.

| turned in a paper the | ast
coupl e of nonths ago, Crine, Corruption and
Cover-Up. The Police Departnent is guilty of
cover-up, systematic, and it starts with Rahm
Emanuel at the top. R ght? That's where it
starts. And that's the thing, HR practices
say, one, you have to screen the people before
they cone in. They should have screened Rahm
Emanuel to see that he worked for the Mssad.
There's evidence fromN 6 in the file that Rahm
Emanuel put Monica Lewinski into the -- Bil
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Cdinton, so that it would upset the peace
process. That it worked for Netanyahu.

These issues are all related.
Ri ght? Rather than you -- to investigate, our
police aren't even hired to investigate. They
are given a list, it's a hit list, and
surprise, surprise, these are people either
that will be killed or go kill. They all get
killed. That's the thing. This is Gestapo,
Mossad poli ci ng.

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|*'m happy to see that COPA did
see that there is a cover-up and that this
officer should be fired. But one thing about
this city is that you cannot reform sonething
t hat was never forned for the people.

Chi cago Police has been corrupt
since Daley. The first Daley. Fromhis son,
fromthe first Daley, to this Dal ey, and even
with Harol d Washington. 1It's called
suppressi on of evidence. Continue to suppress
where the police cover up, from one generation
to the next generation to the nowit's our
generation. And you all do not want to
recogni ze this.

And for Eddi e Johnson to say
that this officer should be fired, | guess not,
because his father is a rank-and-file fire
conmmander, just |i ke Paul Bauer was, in the
fire departnment. His godfather is the al derman
Ni ck Sant os, or sonebody, that got on the M ke
FIl annery show before you nade your deci sion,
Eddi e, and said that you wasn't going to fire
him And he said that he didn't see a nurder.

So these people, Paul Mc -- Garry
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McCarthy, you all don't see a murder, so why
woul d you run for alderman and why woul d you
run for mayor, and why woul d you back them up
when they said that they don't see a nurder.
They are defendi ng they peopl e.

So if they don't see a nurder,
then you don't see a nurder, then what are you
seeing that we see?

sai d he was.

So if he didn't do it, it wasn't supposed to
happen.

Betti e should be here. This
fam |y should not be going through this. And
the last thing -- thank you, Ghian, now shut
up.

There's no reason why an i nnocent person and an
i nnocent famly should be drug through the nud
trying to get sone noney out of Chicago, the
Cty of Chicago.

Every
institution in the Gty exists only so far as
it serves as a political instrunent to those in
power or those seeking.

This is exactly what took place
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today, for no person in their right mnd can
argue that the actions of Oficer R alnpo in
Decenber of 2015 vi ol ated the use-of-force
rul es.

The Center for Political Force
underm ning our institutions are often
di sgui sed as sonet hi ng ot her than what they
truly are, like claimng this despicable and
false Ralno ruling is sone kind of quest for
justice. It is not. It is replete with rotten
tactics and secrets, like hiding third-party
I nvestigators frompublic view Tactics one
woul d expect froma Soviet satellite station or
an (i naudi bl e).

Every now and then a kernel of
truth finds its ways into Chicago.

Recently two academ cs publi shed
a report denonstrating that another po -- that
anot her politically notivated attack of the
police by the ACLU in 2015 led to a profound
decrease in the nunber of street stops and a
corresponding rise in the nunber of nurders.
This report gave an academ c voice to what nost
police officers already know.
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The ACLU dressed up their notives
In the guise of social justice and civil
ri ghts, but only carnage foll owed.

The findings of this acaden c
report will be ignored by COPA and this Board.
I gnored in the same way you have ignored the
| arge body of evidence that the w ongful
convi cti on novenent, based on all egations of
police m sconduct, is rife with fraud, costing
t axpayers mllions of dollars and destroying
the lives of good police officers.

What you have done tonight is
paral yzed the police. No officer now knows
what he or she can do. How then are the police
supposed to do their job?

Thi s Board and COPA and
the -- this Board and COPA and the nedi a
advocates tal k endl essly about the need for
transparency and hol ding police officers
account abl e.

It's time you and COPA were al so
hel d account abl e.

VI CE PRESI DENT FOREMAN:. Next speaker is
John Caranzar a.

It wasn't an easy decision to make, but you did
the right thing.
